3.— Martial law, exclusive of Ok­ 
mulgee county military control last 
spring, cost the state approximately 
$60,000 during the 57 days of dur­ 
ation which began with Tulsa coun­ 
ty and ended with lifting statewide 
martial law, it is learned here from 
an authoratative source.

on duty every day aevraged 250,

was currently reported, the inform al 
tion stated. 
The estimate of $60,000 expen­ 
ses include all railroad transport- 
tlon, tills for which have not yet 
been rendered by the railways which 
furnished toop 
coaches. 
Moving 
troops from their home armories to 
points where martial law was de­ 
clared in its absolute form required 
of the military administration, or 
roughly, $10,000 it is estimated.

(By Uh Associated Frees) 
LONDON, Nov. I.— Before the an 
den t altar in the intimate little 
chapel in St. James palace where 
many kings and queens have been 
married since the days* of Henry 
VHI, Crown Prince Gustav Adolph 
of Sweden took as his second bride 
this afternoon Lady Louise Mount- 
batten, neice of the reigning sov­ 
ereigns of Britain. There was none 
of the splendor or display in the 
ceremony 
that

characterised 
high estate of the bridegroom and 
bride and so many roya: witnesses 
ambassadors and titled aristocrats. 
Fewer than 300 person were able to 
find seats within the narrow con-; 
fines of the chapel. 
Lady Louise is a sister of Lord 
Louis Mountbatten who last year 
married Miss Edwina Ashly, said 
to be one of the richest women 
in England. Lord Louis and his 
bride spent part of their honey­ 
moon in the United States. 
% It was an eventful wooing which 
led to the wedding in the Chapel 
Royal of St. James Palace. Scarce­ 
ly had the news of Gustaf Adofl’s 
engagement been announced when 
it was reported that certain author­ 
ities in Sweden opposed the mar­ 
riage on

Louise was not of sufficiently high 
rank to marry the crown prince. 
Then, while the genealogical experts

SHANGHAI—-Business conditions 
in China are not so good and Chin­ 
ese merchants are undecided wheth­ 
er to blame politics or the jinx of 
the present year. 
The Chinese calendar is divided 
into cycles of 60 years. According 
to their reckoning, there have been 
77 of these cycles since time be­ 
gan, dating from 2697 B. C. dur­ 
ing the reign of Huang Ti. The cy­ 
cles are divided into twelve sec­ 
tions of five* years each and each 
section is known by some special 
designation such as the years of 
the sheep, the years of the cock, 
the years of the monkey, the stork, 
the pig, etc. 
This happens to be the last or 
fifth year of the pig. The years of 
the pig are always bad and the 
last year of the pig is especially 
bad. In the final year of the pig the 
last of the Celestial stems meets 
the last of the terrestrial branches 
to use the terms of the sages.
